J thank you 
koꝛ the care you have taken fo the ſafe- 
ty ok My Perſon. which, truſt Me, is the

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I think it is of to vou, and upon Py 
conſciente there is no body wiches ill to 
Me, but they who would quickly re⸗ 
venge themſelves of you, if they could. 

J thank youfoz the careyonhave ta⸗ 
ken of yourſeives, of your own ſafety 
and honour, in the Act againſt Tu⸗ 
muits and Diloꝛders upon pꝛetence of 
Petitions, to which licence We owe much 
ok the Calamities we have undergone; 

but I thank pou with all My heart, in⸗ 
deed as much as J can do foꝛ any thing; 

foꝛ the repeal of that Art which excluded 
the Biſhops from ſitting in Parliament; 
it was an unhappy Act in an unhappy 
time, paſſed with many unhappy circum⸗ 
ſtances, and attended with milerable 
events, and therefoze J do again thank 
vou foꝛ repealing it; you have thereby re⸗ 
ſtoꝛed Parliaments to their primitive 
Inſtitutions: And J hope, My Lozds: 
and Gentlemen, you will in a choꝛt time 
reſtoꝛe them to the pztmitive oꝛder and 
- gLravity ok Debates and Determinati⸗ 
dns, which the licence of the late diſtem⸗ 
pbered times had ſo much cozrupted,.

| He Wiſe man tells , there is a time to 
bor „and a time to reap. Since Tour 
zo Majeſty did convern the Knights , Citi- 
en, au Bnrgeſſes of the Commons 
; wy Horſe of Parliament, they have with an- 
Oy wearied labour conſulted for the Service 
of Your Mejofty, and the god of this Nation; and now the

ture all fruits do not grow ripe together, but ſome in one mo- 
meth, ſome in another; one time affords Tour Majeſty Prim- 
roſes and Violets , another time preſents you with July- 
flowers, So it is inthecourſe of our proceedings; (ome of 
onr fruits are in the Bloſſome , when others are in the Bud; 
ſome are near ripe, and others fit to be preſented to Tour Ma- 
Jefty. Amongſt the number of our choiceſt ripe fruits, we

Tour ue, . Queen Elizabeth of famous memory, 
in the Thirteenth year of her Reign, by Pius Quintus, hen

tixed: John Felton poſted up 4 Bull at the Riſbop of Lon- 


dons Palace, whereby (he was declared to be deprived of 
her Title to the Kingdom, and all the People of this Realm 
abſolved from their Allegiance to her + The Queen of Scots 
was then a priſoner in England, and the Duke of Norfolk 
for many Deſigns againſt our Queen committed tothe Tower. 
Hiſtorians tell us, the times were very troubleſome, full of 
ſu[pitions and conſpiracies : But, Sir, what then was 
onely feared, hath in our time heen put in execution: No 
Age hath known, no Hiſtory makes mention of ſuch ſad Tra- 
gedies. It therefore now becomes Tour People, after this glo. 
riows Reſtitution to endtavour all juſt wayes of ee >a 

The Qucen in her time of trouble and danger ſum- 
mone d 4 Parliament; and ſuch was the Love of the 
People to her and ber Government, that they forthwith 
made a Law for ber ſecarity ;. According to which Pre- 
ſident, We your Loyal Commons alſo ,- who bave before 
them no leſſe cauſe of fear, but more Obligations, and 
Affection to jour Majeſty , do e Toa 4 Bill, 


wherein we deſire it may be Enacted, That f un Perſen 


Deſtructiou, 
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Deftrnition, or bodily H arm, to impriſan, or reſtram Toauy 
Royal Perſon, or depaſe Tou, or ſbal lewy War againſt Tour 
Majeſty, within or without Tonr Realm, or [tir up any for- 
raign Power to Invade Tou, and ſhall expreſs or declare ſuch 
bu wicked intention by Printing, Writing, Preaching, or 
malicious and adviſed ſpeaking, being thereof legally con- 
victed, ſhall be adjudged 4 Traitor. 

And becauſe much of eur late Miſery, 180k its riſe 
from ſeditious Pamphlets, and Speeches from the Palpits, 
is is provided, That if any man ſhall malicionſly and advj. 
ſealy pabliſh or af firm Tour Majeſty to be an Heretict, or 4 
Papsſt, or that Tow endeavour to introduce Popery, or ſhall 
ſtir up the People to hatred or diſlike of Tour Royal Perſon or 
Government, then every ſuch Perſon ſhall be made incapable 
of any Office or Imployment either in Church or State. And 
if any man ſhall malictouſly and adviſealy affirm, That the 
Parliament begun af Weſtminſter, be third of September 
1640. is yet in being, or that\ any Covenant or Engagement 
ſince that time, impoſed upon the People, doth oblige them to 
endeavour 4 Change of the Government either in Church or 
State; or that either, or both Houſes of Parliament have 4 
Legiſlative Power without Tour Majeſty, then every ſuch 
Offender being thereof legally convicted, ſhall incur the 
Penalties of 4 Præmunire, mentioned in the Statute 
made 16. R. 2. | 

In the next place, Sir, Give me leave, I beſeech Tow 
( withowt any violence tothe Act of Oblivion) tv remen- 
ber 4 ſad effect of the Oey inthe laſt age: whenthe 
Feaver began to ſeiFe upon the People , they were impatient 
til they loft ſome blond; The Lords Spiritual, who in all 


Ages had injoyed a place in Parliament, were by an Ad of 


Parliament excluded.

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No Biſhop, no King, We found his words true; for after 
they were put out the Feaver ſtill increaſing in anot ber fit, 
The Temporal Lords followed, and then the King himſelf : 
nor did the humor reſt there, but inthe round, the Houſe of 
Commons was firſt 2 and then turned out of doors. 
It is no wonder when a Sword is put into a mad mans hand, 
to ſee him cut off limb by limb, and then to kill himſelf. 
When there is 4 great breach of the ſea upon the low 
grounds, by the violence of the torrent the Rivers of ſweet 
waters are often turned aſide, and the fait waters make 
themſelves a Channel; but when the breach is made up, good 
husbands drain their lands again, and reftore the ancient 
Sewres. 1 
Thanks be to God the flood is gone off the face of this 
Iſland , our Turtle Dove hath found good footing ; Tour 
Majeſty is happily reſtored to the Government, the Temporal 
Lords and Commons are reſtored to ſit in Parliament, and

4s 
our time hath not permitted us to finiſh a Bill intended for the

| According to Tour Majeſty's Commands we bave ex4a- 
mincd manyof the publick, and private Bills which paſſed 
left Parliament, and have prepared ſome Bills of Confirme- 
tion: we have alſo aſcertained the Pains and Penalties to 
beimpoſed upon the Perſons or Eſtates of thoſe Miſ- 
creants who had a hand in the Murderof Your Royal 
Father of Bleſſed Memory, and were therefore Excepted 
in Tour Msjeſties Ad of Oblivion : Wherein we have di. 
clared toall the world, how juſt an Indignation we had 
againſt that horrid Regicide. |
